CRISIS  IN  COLOMBIA

This  ic  rtw  Uit  installment  of 
this  article  on  Crisis  in  Colombia 
and  is  continued  from  last  week. 

The  thing  we  now  dreaded  was 
the  return  of  the  other  police  and 
the  sergeant.  We  had  not  long  to 
wait.  Upon  entering  they  immedi¬ 
ately  commenced  to  slander  us  as 
Communists  and  heretics,  threat¬ 
ening  to  kill  us. 

One  of  the  boys  had  a  shivering 
fit,  but  whether  it  was  due  to  the 
eold  or  to  the  return  of  the  police, 
I  do  not  know.  One  of  the  police 
•aid  to  him 


I  couldn’t  really  blame  them.  But 
he  met  his  match  in  Saul.  Three 
times  he  answered,  “Yes.  I  love 
him  and  his  doctrine.”  And  each 
time  he  was  slapped  in  the  face. 
Here  was  the  spirit  of  Christ  shin¬ 
ing  through  a  very  ordinary  Co¬ 
lombian  boy.  1  thanked  the  Lord  in 
my  heart  when  he  turned  his  at¬ 
tention  to  me. 

“Who  are  you?"  he  roared. 

“I  am  only  a  humble  servant  of 
Jesus  Christ,”  I  said. 

His  answer  to  this  was  to  beat 
me  with  a  belt  around  the  neck 
and  over  the  shoulders. 

This  conversation  was  cut  short 
by  the  arrival  of  the  sergeant,  who 
ordered  us  to  be  taken  away  to 
the  jail.  We  were  marched  away 
with  the  warning  “Anyone  who 
tries  to  escape  will  be  shot."  We 
had  quite  a  large  cell  to  ourselves; 
as  the  door  closed  behind  us,  and 
we  heard  the  bolt  being  shot  into 
place,  our  cell  became  as  a  para¬ 
dise.  We  sat  down  on  the  cement 
door  and  leaned  our  backs  against 
the  wall.  A  silence  descended  up¬ 
on  us.  No  one  spoke  for  a  moment. 

Then  Saul  said,  “Let  us  pray." 
And  be  began  by  saying,  “Lord, 
this  is  nothing.  .  .We  give  thanks 
for  our  sufferings.  .  We  prayed 


You  are  cold,  are 
you?  Then  I  give  you  permission 
to  go  home,  but  you  must  run,  do 
you  hear?”  He  said  the  same  thing 
to  me,  but  I  knew  what  he  meant, 
and  I  answered,  “I’ll  go  if  you  give 
me  official  permission  to  go,  but 
I'll  walk.”  Saul,  (one  of  the  stu¬ 
dents)  said,  “Don’t  accept,  Don 
Guillermo.  He'll  provoke  you  to 
run  and  then  shoot  you  under  the 
pretense  that  you  Were  trying  to 
•scape." 

Jorge  was  still  shivering  and 
asked  if  he  might  walk  up  and 
down  to  exercise  his  limbs.  He  did¬ 
n’t  realize  what  the  answer  to  his 
request  would  be:  “Exercise.  You 
want  evercise?  Certainly  you  may 
have  exercise.”  They  paired  us  off 
and  made  us  fight  each  .other 
When  we  gave  each  othe  rlight 
blows,  we  were  beaten  with  sticks 
and  belts.  From  this  they  passed 
to  a  forced  wrestling  match,  while 
they  laughed  uproariously. 

After  this  Gonzalo  and  Jorge 
were  ordered  to  take  hold  of  my 
ffet  and  save  my  hands,  and  they 
were  made  to  drag  me  around  the 
yard.  They  were  made  to  throw  me 
up  in  the  air  and  let  me  drop  to  the 
floor.  I  came  down  with  a  sicken¬ 
ing  thud -on  my  back.  This  was  re¬ 
peated  several  times. 

We  were  lined  up  again,  and  I 
was  singled  out  from  the  others 
and  given  a  large  beam  about  sev¬ 
en  feet  long.  I  was  made  to  put 
this  beam  on  my  shoulder  and  trot 
around  the  patio  with  it.  As  I  went 
around  and  around,  they  kept  say¬ 
ing,  “This  is  your  cross.  This  is 
your  cross.” 

Now  they  led  us  back  to  stand  in 
the  lobby.  One  of  them  said  to  me. 
You’re  the  wise  man  of  the  party, 
you’re  the  preacher.  Well,  how 
about  preaching  us  a  sermon?" 

I  answered,  “With  much  plea¬ 
sure."  So  I  began  to  tell  them  of 
the  love  of  God,  the  sinfulness  of 
man,  and  salvation  from  sin.  But 
I  wasn’t  allowed  to  continue. 

The  policeman  then  interrogated 
the  boys,  “Do  you  love  this  man, 
and  do  you  like  his  exhortations?" 
Two  of  them  remained  silent,  and

SUGGESTS  PRAYER  NIGHT 

Christian  people  of  Mississippi 
face  one  of  the  most  far  reaching 
moral  issues  they  have  faced  in  a 
long  time.  I  refer  to  the  liquor 
question  scheduled  for  a  vote  Aug¬ 
ust  26.  The  “Drys”  of  the  State  are 
marshalling  their  forces  and  sett¬ 
ing  up  their  organizations  to  win 
the  fight  by  a  large  majority.  The 
sugfested  plans  or  procedure  by 
the  “United  Drys”  are  excellent. 

I  personally  endorse  their  program. 
However,  I  am  writing  this  article 
to  suggest  a  matter,  that  if  faith¬ 
fully  carried  through  by  our  church¬ 
es  will  guarantee  a  glorious  vic¬ 
tory  for  the  "Drys”  on  August  26. 

1  suggest  to  our  pastors  and 
churches  of  all  faiths  that  Monday 
night,  August  25,  the  night  before 
the  vote  is  cast,  be  set  aside  and 
designated  as  an  all  night  prayer 
meeting. 

Someone  has  said  “More  things 
are  wrought  by  prayer  than  this 
world  dreams  of’.  I  would  like  to 
paraphrase  that  great  statement 
just  a  bit  and  say,  “More  moral 
issues  are  won  by  prayer  than 
through  any  other  means”.  God  is 
still  a  prayer  answering  God.  His 
ear  is  not  heavy  that  he  can  not 
hear,  nor  his  arms  short  that  he 
can  not  help.  The  Bible  is  filled 
with  instances  of  what  happened 
when  God’s  people  really  pray.  It 
is  my  conviction  that  prayer  is  our 
greatest  weapon.  This  fight  is  as 
the  prophet  of  old  said  so  may  we 
say,  “he  that  is  for  us  is  greater 
than  those  that  are  against  us.” 
The  one  thing  that  the  devil  and 
his  crowd  is  afraid  of  above  every¬ 
thing  else  is  prayer. 

The  plan  for  this  all  night  prayer 
meeting  that  I  shall  follow  in  my 
church  and  that  I  recommend  to 
others  is  as  follows.  Divide  the 
church  membership  into  twelve 
groups  with  a  deacon  or  some 
other  outstanding  Christian  leader 
to  direct  the  group.  Begin  the  all 
night  prayer  service  at  8  o’clock 
on  the  night  of  August  25,  with  a 
different  group  coming  to  the 
church  for  each  hour  of  prayer  and 
closing  at  8  o’clock  on  Tuesday 
morning,  August  26,  at  which  time 
the  polls  are  open.  The  far  reach¬ 
ing  effects  thus  obtained  by  all  of 
the  Christian  forces  of  Mississippi 
and  the  churches  in  a  great  all 
night  prayer  meeting  is  beyond  any 
comprehensions  of  the  human  mind. 
Only  God  can  evaluate  the  impact 
of  such  a  night  of  prayer  and  cer¬ 
tainly  victory  will  be  assured.
